Only 3 Percent Drop 

Only a three percent drop in the Col- 
lege’s spring term enrollment was recorded 
as registration figures disclosed that 536 
students began the spring term. 

The current figure compares to 553 at the 
opening of the fall term in September and 
represents a net loss of only 17. Hence, the 
drop was considerably less than at the same 
time last year when uncertain world con- 
Nai resulted in a 744 percent enrollment 
OSS. 

Registration figures show 312 men and 
224 women enrolled for the spring term. 





in the total enrollment of 563. Both 
classes outnumber the juniors with 
110 and the seniors with only 95. 

Once again men retain a 3-2 ad- 
vantage over the women in numbers 
with a total of 332 men and 231 
women. In the senior class, however, 
there are only five more men than 
women—50 to 45. | 

The college enrollment is com- 
posed primarily of resident students. 
There are 455 compared to only 86 
non-resident full-time students. An 
additional 22, listed as unclassified 
specials, also are non-resident. 

Juniata opened its Fall term in 
September with an enrollment cut- 
back of 10.5 per cent from last year. 
Since that time, the total registration 
figure has jumped from 553 to 563.

Demonstrations of cooking econ- 
omy were given for the public free 
of charge by four home economics 
students during the Fall term. ‘The 
emphasis was on economy of pro- 
curement and preparation. 


Planned by members of the foods 
demonstration class under the super- 
vision of Miss Helen L. Fisher, the 
presentations served several purposes 
— to give the girls a chance to put 
their home economics knowledge to 
practical use; to provide the public 
with timely information in culinary 
art; to serve as “final exams” for the 
students in the course. 


During the first half of the term, 
the girls learned how to demonstrate 
food preparation. They started off 
with 15-minute displays with the 
others in the class as an audience; 
then they developed techniques with 
gradually longer periods. ‘The public 
demonstrations were about 14 
hours.

Spinney Wess per cent of the

A geographical distribution report 
from the office of the registrar show- 
ed an out-of-state enrollment of 22 
per cent, slightly higher than the 
nation-wide migration of college stu- 
dents from their home state. One 
student each from West Africa, Bra- 
zil, Germany and Panama comprise 
the foreign student contingent. 

(Editor’s Note: A total of 13 stu- 
dents are listed by the public rela- 
tions office as “international stu- 
dents.” Nine of them now claim an 
address in the United States, but 
vary in background from Russia and 
Yugoslavia to Puerto Rico and Jfa- 
pan.) 

Sixty per cent of the 121 out-of- 
state students come from New Jersey. 
Maryland ranks next with 18 stu- 
dents and New York third with 14. 
Other areas represented are Con- 
necticut, Delaware, District of Co- 
lumbia, Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, Virginia and West Virginia. 

Central Pennsylvania counties con- 
tinue to send the highest number of 
students to Juniata with Hunting- 


don and Blair counties ranking one- 


two among the 47 counties repre. 
sented. The top ten counties in the 
distribution report are: Huntingdon 
72, Blair 51, Cambria 28, Mifflin 23, 
Allegheny 21, Bedford 20, Mont- 
gomery 20, Westmoreland 19, Phila- 
delphia 13, Chester 12.

CIENCE IN REVIEW in the Oc- 

tober 2] issue of The New York 
Times hailed the experimenters with 
algae as “being on the track of a new 
source of food, fats and oil.” 


Among the experimenters singled 
out for special recognition was Dr. 
Jack E. Myers ’34, professor of zool- 
ogy at the University of Texas and 
one of the grantees of Carnegie In- 
stitution. According to the Times’ 
science editor, the Institution is 
doing something to solve the prob- 
lem of diminishing food supply. 

Algae are described as nutritious, 
prolific and simple plants that grow 
on the surfaces of ponds and lakes 
and in the sea as seaweed. Dr. Myers 
explains that “the mass culture of 
algae as a source of food or of special 
organic materials, such as sterols, 
drying oils, or protein, has received 
considerable recent popular atten- 
tion.” 

The chorella species of algae is the 
one that has been selected for pro- 
pagation by Carnegie Institution 
grantees. Waldemar Kaemffert, of 
the New York Times, writes as fol- 
lows: 

“Dr. Jack E. Myers, one of the 
Carnegie grantees, grows chorella in 
a water solution in a quarter-inch 
space between two glass tubes, one 
inside the other. The outside tube is 
three inches in diameter and approx- 
imately three feet high. Carbon di- 
oxide gas—the kind with which beer 
and ginger ale are charged — passes 
through the solution, and this, with 
sunlight and some essential minerals, 
brings about extraordinary growth. 

“Though he is producing half a 
pound of algae per gallon of water, 
Dr. Myers sees no bright financial 
future for chorella soup or hash, yet 
he believes chorella may be profit- 
ably cultivated as a source of drying 
oils and of fats. 

“Two problems have always vexed 
experimental algae growers. One is 
the high concentration of plant in 
thin layers; the other the controlled 
introduction of needed minerals. 
The algae must have iron, for exam- 
ple, but the addition of too much at

a time poisons. Dr. Myers overcomes 
this difficulty with the aid of versene, 
a chemical used in kitchen soap to 
produce suds in hard water. Versene 
acts as an automatic control station 
by allowing only a minute amount 
of minerals to participate in the 
growth of algae.” | 

To this, Dr. Myers has added a 
word for the Alumni Bulletin; “Our 
actual work on this is directed only 
toward the theoretical or biological 
problems which need to be solved 
in order to make any industrial at- 
tempts actually feasible.” 

Dr. Myers received a bachelor of 
science in chemistry from Juniata in 
1934. He then obtained a master of 
science degree from Montana State 
College in 1935 and his Phd. from 
University of Minnesota in 1939. 


As an undergraduate, he was ed- 
itor of the Alfarata, vice-president of 
the Class of 1934 and captain of 
track. He held the college one-mile 
record until broken by Joe Beyer in 
1949. Dr. Myers is married to Evelyn 
De. Turck ’34 and they have four 
daughters. They live at 1505 North- 
wood Rd., Austin, Texas.
